ASSISTANCE TO JAPANESE GENDARMERIE . 


The thirteen arrested persons were arraigned before 
Judge Dzien at the 3.S.D.Court during the morning of 
July 12th. 1938 when they were ordered to be detained 
until July 19th. 1938. Yoong Ping chien (4. vit) 
the lst arrested person, who is wanted by the Japanese 
Gendarmerie on a charge of counterfeiting Japanese

A party of detectives attsched to CeI., under D.I. eA
